B) IN THE CLAIMS 

1 . (Currently Amended) A cleaning spray nozzle which comprises: 
a nozzle body including an inlet for receiving water[[ r ]]; 

a trigger valve operable to infinitely vary the flow of water through the water flow 
continuum from a fully open continuum to a fully closed continuum: 

a toggle valve d ownstream of the trigger valve, the toggle valve being operable to direct 
flow be tween a clean water flow channel and a chemical dispensing flow channel; 

an outlet for discharging either clean wate r from the clean water flow channel or clean 
water a nd a chemical from the chemical dispensing flow channel downstream of 
the toggle valve and a wat e r flow continuum between the inlot and the outlct [[ ? ]]; 
and 

a cartridge releasably secured to a portion of the nozzle body, fe rine cart ridge containing 
a chemical therewithin , the cartridge having an outlet that p er mits the flow of the 
chemical , into the chemical dispensing flow channel [[-]] 

means for s e lectively dispensing the chemical into water flowing through tho nozzl e 



1 m e chani s m for actuating the dispensing means, whereby the dispensing m c cha i 



used to selectiv e ly dispen se th e chemical from tho cartridge into the wat e r flow . 

2. (Original) The spray nozzle of claim 1 wherein the cartridge is releasably 
attached at the inlet of the nozzle body.

4. (Original) The spray nozzle of claim 1 wherein the cartridge is releasably 
attached at the outlet of the nozzle body.

8. (Original) The spray nozzle of claim 1 wherein the cartridge is formed from a 
plastic material. 

9. (Original) The spray nozzle of claim 1 wherein the cartridge is generally 
translucent such that the contents of the cartridge are visible to a user. 

10. (Original) The spray nozzle of claim 1 wherein the cartridge is adapted to 
hold a chemical in liquid, solid, granule, or other form within the cartridge. 

11. (Currently Amended) A spray nozzle for optionally dispensing an amount of a 
chemical into a water stream flowing from the spray nozzle which comprises comprising: 

a nozzle body having an inlet end, an outlet end and a conduit thergjhroug h i [[ ? ]] aftd 

a trigger_valve operating mechanism disposed between the inlet end and the outlet end, 

the trigger v alve b e in g o p erable to control the flow of water between the inlet end 

and the outlet end; 

a toggle valve, the to ggle valve being operable to direct water to flow through a clean 

water flow channel or a chemical dispensing wate r flow channel and 
a chemical containing cartridge attached to the nozzle body , the cartridge being op erable 

to dispense water int o the chemical dispensing water flow channel. [[>]] 
a-; mechani s m for delivering the chemical contained within the cartridg e to a stream of 

water flowing through the s pray nozzl e, and 
me a ns for operating the valvo operating mechanism to disp e nse the stream of water from 

the nozzl e body, wh e reby the user may -rinrth^y dispense y , at c r only or - lV atc r 
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combined with th e ch o mical from the spray nozzle . 

12. (Currently Amended) The spray nozzle of claim 11 including means for 
permitting the adjusting th o adjustment of the chemical containing cartridge dir.pnnr.ing 
mechanism to control the amount of chemical to be dispensed prior to a c tuat i ng the valve 
op e rating mechanism . 

13. (Original) The spray nozzle of claim 11 wherein the cartridge is releasably 
attached to the inlet end of the nozzle body.

15. (Currently Amended) The spray nozzle of claim 11 wherein the cartridge is 
releasably attached to the outlet end of the nozzle body.

18. (Currently Amended) The spray nozzle of claim 11 wherein the cartridge and 
dispensing mechanism arc is configured within the spray nozzle and functionally disposed 
between the inlet and the outlet of the spray nozzle. 

(Original) The spray nozzle of claim 1 1 wherein the cartridge is formed from 
a plastic material. 

20. (Original) The spray nozzle of claim 1 1 wherein the cartridge is generally 
translucent such that the contents of the cartridge are visible to a user. 

21. (Original) The spray nozzle of claim 11 wherein the cartridge is adapted to 
hold a chemical in liquid, solid, granule, powder, or other form within the cartridge. 
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
